Administrators 
Free Food Stam ps 
now can suspend 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -F o r 
the first time in history hungry 
Americans are being given free 
food stamps. 
Agriculture Secretary Clifford 
M. 
Hardin 
announced 
Friday 
stamps will be distributed on an 
experimental basis in two South 
Carolina 
counties 
to 
families 
living on less than $30 a month. 
Families 
receiving the free 
stamps will be able to redeem 
them at nearby groceries for 
food they cannot now afford. 
Impoverished 
families 
have 
been required until now to pay 
50 cents per person per month 
—but not more than a total of 
$3 —for stamps that a family of 
four could redeem for $58 worth 
of food. 
If the experimental program 
in Beaufort and Jaspe r/oun ties 
goes well. Hardin said similar 
efforts might follow in other 
rural 
and 
urban 
“hunger 
pockets” of the nation. 
Hardin’s 
order 
was 
made 
possible by Congressional legis­ 
lation authorizing the Agricul­ 
ture Department to spend up to 
$45 million during fiscal 1969 on 
programs to end “general (and) 
continued hunger.”

in a Nixon Administration plan 
to r e c o m m e n d broadened 


government efforts to eliminate 
malnutrition.

Mayor\ Council Campaigns Warming Up

City I fall Reporter 
The ho-hum pacn of the cam ­ 
paigns for the office of mayor 
and two council seat* can be ex­ 
pected to change drastically in 
the period remaining before the 
March 11 primary election. 
Uo to now, the nine candi­ 
dates have been less than force­ 
ful in presenting their cases to 
voters. The issues, if any, have 
not been made clear. 
But without exception, all say 
the 
cam paigns 
will 
become 
more intensive and the platforms 
more defined before the first 
elimination round. 
The candidates have b e e n 
busy with their jobs, putting to­ 
gether their campaign organi­ 
zations, seeking financial back­ 
ing, an in the case of the in­ 
cumbents, taking care of offi­ 
cial duties. 
All have started their cam ­ 
paigns but the main thrusts, 
they say, have yet to come. 
If any one issue has emerged 
at this point, it has been the 
proposed repeal of the s e w e r 
tax. Three candidates have said 
they want the repeal while three 
others 
stated 
they 
favored 


studying the possibility. 
Another notable aspect is the 
candidates’ widely divergent ap­ 
proaches 
to city 
government, 
especially in the mayoralty race 
and in the 3rd Councilmanic Dis­ 
trict. 
The m ayor’s race has been 
the liveliest thus far. It finds 
the 
incumbent, 
Richard 
C. 
Brownell, who is seeking a sec­ 
ond term, being challenged by 
Ben Lawing and Jay Rodriguez. 
Brownell, 49, has been run­ 
ning on his record as both m ay­ 
or for two years and as city 
councilman for eight, years, say­ 
ing that what he has been un­ 
able to accomplish has not been 
due to a lack of effort on his 
part but because there have not 
been enough mem bers on t h e 
council who share his philosophy 
on city government. 
“ In 
the 
past 
two years 
I 
have been effectively stymied 
from putting forth my programs 
and my philosophy so I am run­ 
ning again hoping for a sym pa­ 
thetic council that will allow me 
this privilege,” he said. 
The mayor has stressed more 
economy in government and has 
been asking for his re-election 


as well as for the election of 
other candidates who think as 
he does. 
His voting record and his per­ 
formance as mayor have public­ 
ly been sharply criticized by 
Lawing, 39, a pharmaceutical 
sales representative and a for­ 
mer councilman. 
Lawing 
has 
charged 
the 
mayor with displaying a nega­ 
tive instead of a positive leader­ 
ship. 
To bolster this c l a i m , 
Lawing has cited the number 
of tim es the mayor has voted 
against paying the city monthly 
bills. 
Lawing has q u e s t i o n e d 
Brownell’s ability to lead and 
said his own experience on the 
council further qualifies him for 
the m ayor’s position. 
Rodriguez has been waging 
his campaign by speaking out 
on what he sees as being the 
city’s needs. 
His platform, said the 41-year- 
old Pomona businessman, is that 
“ we have to have a redirection 
in city spending, particularly in 
the teen - ager recreation pro­ 
gram. 
bringing 
more modern 
methods and equipment to the 
police department, to improve 


the bus system and to involve 
more 
p e o p l e 
in 
city 
governm ent.” 
His campaign literature says 
that the city’s problems are in 
large measure the problems of 
a larger community and depicts 
Rodriguez as the man who can 
bring unity to Pomona and the 
Pomona Valley. 
In the 3rd district, the pri­ 
mary is likely to be the main 
bout because only two candi- 
dated are running, John P, Per­ 
kins, 35, an insurance agent, 
and C. L. (Clay) Bryant, 49, 
quality control engineer. 
They have yet to engage in a 
face-to-face debate. 
Still t h e 
differences in their philosophies 
on 
government 
have 
become 
apparent. 
Perkins has keyed his cam ­ 
paign to the sewer tax repeal, 
for government economy, mak­ 
ing 
Pomona 
a 
retail 
center, 
and bringing tax relief to the 
property owner. 
Mainly, I’m trying to listen to 
the people. I believe the govern­ 
ment should go to the people,” 
he said. 
“ Let the people run the city, 
this is what I'm saying,” said 


Bryant in a similar vein. 
But the sewer tax, he contin­ 
ued, is a “manufactured” issue. 
“They’re making an emotional 
thing out of it. 
The sewer tax 
repeal is being confused with 
irresponsible cost - cutting in 
the name of economy.” 
The m o s t subdued of the 
three races has been in the 2nd 
Councilmanic 
District 
where 
three men are trying to un­ 
seat the incumbent, Randolph 
C. Wills, 61. 
Wills, seeking a second four- 
year term, has been campaign­ 
ing on a seven-point program: 
continued growth and prosper­ 
ity, protecting the interests of 
homeowners, 
development 
of 
new jobs, sound fiscal policies 
and efficient 
government, 
co­ 
operation with all parties inter­ 
ested in the welfare of the city, 
anticipation of future problems, 
and promotion of the advant­ 
ages in Pomona. 
"All indications point to my 
re-election because I have dem­ 
onstrated my desire through my 
record to serve the people of 
the City of Pomona,” he said. 
One of his opponents, school 
administrator Adrian W r i g h t , 


said: “ I think it’s pretty plain 
to the average person you have 
an incumbent running who says 
everything's fine and you have 
a man like m yself who sees 
a need for better communica­ 
tion.” 


The council will have to pro­ 
vide a tax base that will pro­ 
vide the city with its needs, 
said Wright, 58. 


“The thing that I’ve found out 
walkmg the streets, talking to 
businessmen — mast of them 
are disturbed about taxes, the 
sewer tax, the em pty buildings 
and the lack of building activ­ 
ity,” said another candidate, W. 
H. (Bill) Koch, 49, Pomona m er­ 
chant. 


He proposed lowering the tax 
rate, repealing the sewer tax, 
cutting 
“ fat” 
from 
the 
city 
budget, and doing more to in­ 
vite new industry. 


The fourth candidate in the 
2nd District is Arnold Hudson, 
32, a deputy probation officer. 


The city must find new ap­ 
proaches to problems, especial­ 
ly those dealing with 
people, 
he said. 
“The present and previous ad­ 


ministration have not been sens­ 
itive to the needs of the peo­ 
ple.” 


Before the primary, said Hud­ 
son. he plans to point out the 
substantial 
differences 
in 
the 
philosophies of the four candi­ 
dates. 


Although councilmen are nom­ 
inated 
from 
the 
districts 
in 
which 
they 
reside, 
they 
are 
elected at-large. 


The two candidates for each 
office who receive the highest 
number of votes in the primary 
will be matched in a runoff 
in the April 8 general election. 


A candidate can be elected 
in the primary, however, if he 
receives a majority of the votes. 
This probably will happen 
in 
the Third District. 


The 
candidates 
previously 
have spoken at m eetings of the 
Pomona Jaycees, the Pomona 
Valley chapter of the Mexican- 
American Political Association, 
and the Pomona Valley Repub­ 
lican Women’s Club. Candidates 
who are not Republicans were 
not invited to the GOP program, 
The municipal elections are non­ 
partisan.

Flag Burner 
Gets 5 Days 


A Pomona College student who burned a sm all 
flag at an anti-ROTC demonstration in Claremont 
Oct. 14 was sent to jail for five days Friday. 
Robert C. Blaylack, 20, of San Diego was or­ 
dered to jail as a condition of three years’ proba­ 
tion granted him by presiding Pomona Municipal 
Court Judge Houston A. Snidow. Blaylack, a theater 
arts major, was taken into custody immediately. 
Authorities reported that Blaylack is the son of 
U. S. Navy Cmdr. Russell Blaylack and was born 
in Panama. He has studied in London. His mother 
is a secretary at San Diego State College. 
Blaylack burned the flag after marching with 
the Students for a Democratic Society to protest 
drills by the ROTC. The offense is a violation 
of the state Military and Veterans Code. 
He told investigators that he felt he was goaded 
into burning the flag by an ROTC officer. He said 
he w asn’t a political activist and took part in the 
demonstration in an effort to show both sides they 
were wrong.

A national magazine poll has 
revealed that American women 
hold their clergymen in “ ex­ 
trem ely low regard" but they do 
¡like church music. 
Only 3 per cent named their 
ministers or priest among three 
factors they enjoy most about 
religion, according to a poll of 
1,000 readers appearing in the 
March 
issue 
of 
the 
Ladies 
Home Journal. 
By contrast, 9 per cent picked 
church music as the most en­ 
joyable part of religion, 
“ If clergymen are in trouble 
with their parishioners, so, too, 
it 
seems, 
is 
the ecumenical 
movement," 
said 
the 
survey| 
article. In commenting on the 
statement, “The world would be j 
a better place if everyone be­ 
longed to the same religion.” 60! 
per cent of the women dis­ 
agreed, only 17 agreed and the 
rest couldn't 
make 
up 
their 
minds. 
The poll also revealed that 
only woman in three felt her 
church did well in helping her 
overcome 
personal 
problems, 


and even fewer — 29 per cent — 
credited 
their 
churches 
with 
working hard to combat “ m an’s 
injustices." 
The respondents to the m aga­ 
zine poll indicated that Ameri- 
ican women are on the surface 
conventionally orthodox. “They 
believe in God, despite what lib­ 
eral theologians say,” stated the 
survey article. Eighty-two per 
cent accept the basic tenet of 
¡Christianity that Jesus did “ di­ 
vine” and roughly half feel that 
belief 
in 
God 
is 
“ absolutely 
necessary” to lead an upright 
life, be a good parent or make 
democracy “ function properly.” 


The poll indicated the feelings 
of American women on the role 
of churches in m ajor social and 
political issues. A m ajority of 
58 per cent agreed that church­ 
es should “vigorously support” 
programs 
aimed 
at 
reducing 
poverty in the U.S. Nearly as 
many—49 per cent — want the 
churches to work diligently for 
equal-employment opportunities 
for minority groups. 43 per cent 
feel churches should support all 
reasonable efforts to integrate 
schools. And 40 per cent of the 
women supported a sim ilar role 
for churches in achieving inte­ 
grated neighborhoods.

BERLIN Off) — Soviet and East German man­ 
euvers near the air corridors to isolated West Ber­ 
lin could result in a confrontation with the Western 
allies. 
The key question is whether the Russians and 
East Germans plan aerial m aneuvers as well as 
ground exercises, and if so to what extent. 
The Soviet announcement said only the maneuv­ 
ers will take place early in March in central and 
western East Germany — between West Berlin 
and the West German border 110 miles away. Many 
believe the m aneuvers are another Communist at­ 
tempt to hinder access to West Berlin, where the 
West Germans will hold their presidential election 
March 5. 
The East Germans, with Soviet backing, already 
have imposed new restrictions on surface travel, 
barring West G erm any’s presidential electors, their 
aides and members of the West German armed 
forces from traveling through East Germany to 
West Berlin. This means delegates to the West 
German Federal Assembly will be flying there. 
If the Communists send up aircraft in numbers 
in the relatively narrow area, they could not avoid 
flying over the Berlin air corridors and possibly 
below the 10.000-foot level where Western planes 
fly. 
At jet speeds this could pose an acute safety 
problem for airliners.

Sirhan Death Pledge Told 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sir­ 
han Bishara Sirhan confided to 
an acquaintance last April that 
he planned to shoot Sen. Robert 
F. Kennedy and he was ob­ 
served on the scene 48 hours be­ 
fore the assassination, witnesses 
testified

prosecution,

der, has called 46 witnesses and 
appears likely to rest its case 
next week. 
Alvin 
Clark,

that Sirhan toid him two months 
before the assassination, “ I’m 
planning on shooting him .” 
Clark, who collects trash at 
the Sirhan home in Pasadena, 
said they became friendly, with 
Sirhan 
providing 
coffee 
and 
sandwiches. 
Shortly 
after the 
assassination of Martin Luther 
King, Clark said Sirhan, a 24- 
year-old Jordanian, “ asked me 
who I was going to vote for. I 
told him Sen.

M ayorCouncil Campaigns Warming Up

City Hall Reporter 
The ho-hum pace of the cam­ 
paigns for the office of mayor 
and two council seats can be ex­ 
pected to change drastically in 
the period remaining before the 
March 11 primary election. 
Up to now, the nine candi­ 
dates have been less than force­ 
ful in presenting their cases to 
voters. The issues, if any, have 
not been made clear. 
But without exception, all say 
the 
campaigns 
will 
become 
more intensive and the platforms 
more defined before the first 
elimination round. 
The candidates have b e e n 
busy with their jobs, putting to­ 
gether their campaign organi­ 
zations, seeking financial back­ 
ing, an in the case of the in­ 
cumbents, taking care of offi­ 
cial duties. 
All have started their cam­ 
paigns but the main thrusts, 
they say, have yet to come. 
If any one issue has emerged 
at this point, it has been the 
proposed repeal of the s e w e r 
tax. Three candidates have said 
they want the repeal while three 
others 
stated 
they 
favored 


studying the possibility. 
Another notable aspect is the 
candidates’ widely divergent ap­ 
proaches to city government, 
especially in the mayoralty race 
and in the 3rd Councilmanic Dis­ 
trict. 
The mayor's race has been 
the liveliest thus far. It finds 
the 
incumbent, 
Richard 
C. 
Brownell, who is seeking a sec­ 
ond term, being challenged by 
Ben Lawing and Jay Rodriguez. 
Brownell, 49, has been run­ 
ning on his record as both may­ 
or for two years and as city 
councilman for eight years, say­ 
ing that what he has been un­ 
able to accomplish has not been 
due to a lack of effort on his 
part but because there have not 
been enough members on t h e 
council who share his philosophy 
on city government. 
“In the past two years I 
have been effectively stymied 
from putting forth my programs 
and my philosophy so 1 am run­ 
ning again hoping for a sympa­ 
thetic council that will allow me 
this privilege,” he said. 
The mayor has stressed more 
economy in government and has 
been asking for his re-election 


as well as for the election of 
other candidates who think as 
he does. 
His voting record and his per­ 
formance as mayor have public­ 
ly been sharply criticized by 
Lawing, 39, a pharmaceutical 
sales representative and a for­ 
mer councilman. 
Lawing 
has 
charged 
the 
mayor with displaying a nega­ 
tive instead of a positive leader­ 
ship. 
To bolster this c l a i m , 
Lawing has cited the number 
of times the mayor has voted 
against paying the city monthly 
bills. 
Lawing has q u e s t i o n e d 
Brownell’s ability to lead and 
said his own experience on the 
council further qualifies him for 
the mayor’s position. 
Rodriguez has been waging 
his campaign by speaking out 
on what he sees as being the 
city’s needs. 
His platform, said the 41-year- 
old Pomona businessman, is that 
“we have to have a redirection 
in city spending, particularly in 
the teen - ager recreation pro­ 
gram. bringing more modern 
methods and equipment to the 
police department, to improve 


the bus sy stem and to involve 
more 
p e o p l e 
in 
city 
government.” 
His campaign literature says 
that the city’s problems are in 
large measure the problems of 
a larger community and depicts 
Rodriguez as the man who can 
bring unity to Pomona and the 
Pomona Valley. 
In the 3rd district, the pri­ 
mary is likely to be the main 
bout because only two candi- 
dated are running, John P, Per­ 
kins, 35, an insurance agent, 
and C. L. (Clay) Bryant, 49, 
quality control engineer.

repeal is being confused with 
irresponsible cost - cutting in 
the name of economy.” 
The m o s t subdued of the 
three races has been in the 2nd 
Councilmanic 
District 
where 
three men are trying to un­ 
seat the incumbent, Randolph 
C. Wills, 61. 
Wills, seeking a second four- 
year term, has been campaign­ 
ing on a seven-point program: 
continued growth and prosper­ 
ity, protecting the interests of 
homeowners, 
development 
of 
new jobs, sound fiscal policies 
and efficient government, co­ 
operation with all parties inter­ 
ested in the welfare of the city, 
anticipation of future problems, 
and promotion of the advant­ 
ages in Pomona. 
“All indications point to my 
re-election because I have dem­ 
onstrated my desire through my 
record to serve the people of 
the City of Pomona,” he said. 
One of his opponents, school 
administrator Adrian W r i g h t , 


said: “ I think it's pretty plain 
to the average person you have 
an incumbent running who says 
everything’s fine and you have 
a man like myself who sees 
a need for better communica­ 
tion.” 
The council will have to pro­ 
vide a tax base that will pro­ 
vide the city with its needs, 
said Wright, 58. 
“The thing that I’ve found out 
walking the streets, talking to 
businessmen •— most of them 
are disturbed about taxes, the 
sewer tax, the empty buildings 
and the lack of building activ­ 
ity,” said another candidate, W.

The two candidates for each 
office who receive the highest 
number of votes in the primary 
will be matched in a runoff 
in the April 8 general election. 
A candidate can be elected 
in the primary, however, if he 
receives a majority of the votes. 
This probably will happen in 
the Third District. 
The 
candidates 
previously 
have spoken at meetings of the 
Pomona Jaycees, the Pomona 
Valley chapter of the Mexican-

and the Pomona Valley Repub­ 
lican Women’s Club. Candidates 
who are not Republicans were 
not invited to the GOP program. 
The municipal elections are non­ 
partisan.

MONTCLAIR—The Distinguished Serv­ 
ice Cross, the nation’s second highest dec­ 
oration for gallantry in action, has been 
awarded posthumously to Capt. Frank D. 
Pina, son of Mr. and Mrs. Francisco 
V. Pina of 9969 Pradera Ave. 
The award was presented recently to 
his widow, Jennifer, by Lt. Gen. John 
J. Tolson, commanding general of the 
XVI11 Airborne Corps at Ft. Bragg, N. C. 
The 29-year-old officer distinguished 
himself Jan. 10, 1968, while commanding 
Company A, 3rd Battalion, 60th Infantry, 
9th Infantry Division in Vietnam. During 
a heliborne mission near Cai Be. the 
first airlift was hit by heavy automatic 
weapons, rocket and mortar fire immedi­ 
ately upon landing. 
Capt. Pina quickly organized the two 
platoons aboard his helicopter and per­ 
sonally led an assault on a woodlme bor­ 
dering the landing zone and flushed the 
enemy from a narrow bunker, the cita­ 
tion said. 


Flag Burner 
Gets 5 Days 


A Pomona College student who burned a small 
flag at an anti-ROTC demonstration in Claremont 
Oct. 14 was sent to jail for five days Friday. 
Robert C. Blaylack, 20, of San Diego was or­ 
dered to jail as a condition of three years’ proba­ 
tion granted him by presiding Pomona Municipal 
Court Judge Houston A. Snidow. Blaylack, a theater 
arts major, was taken into custody immediately. 
Authorities reported that Blaylack is the son of 
U. S. Navy Cmdr. Russell Blaylack and was born 
in Panama. He has studied in London. His mother 
is a secretary at San Diego State College. 
Blaylack burned the flag after marching with 
the Students for a Democratic Society to protest 
drills by the ROTC. The offense is a violation 
of the state Military and Veterans Code. 
He told investigators that he felt he was goaded 
into burning the flag by an ROTC officer. He said 
he wasn’t a political activist and took part in the 
demonstration in an effort to show both sides they 
were wrong.

LA VERNE — Poor commu­ 
nication and subsequent school 
failure of the Mexican-American 
child were discussed at length 
at a recent open meeting spon­ 
sored by the La Verne Church 
of the Brethren. 
Problems faced by Mexican- 
Americans and their children 
were outlined by five members 
of that ethnic group, Gil Velas­ 
quez, Mr. and Mrs. Ruben Gon­ 
zales, Bob Barrazza and Steph­ 
en Gonzales. 
More than 200 persons heard 
about the problems of the child 
who does not speak English and 
the built-in failures accompany­ 
ing his efforts to compete in 
English-speaking schools. 
Stressed by Barrazza and oth­ 
er panel members was the need 
for implementing the bilingual 
program insured by the Califor­ 
nia Legislature for children of 
non - English speaking homes. 
Under this program children in 


the beginning grades would be 
taught basic subjects in the ’lan­ 
guage of their homes until they 
are more proficient.

with a piece of pipe and stabbed 
him. 
The murder petition against 
Bocardo, then 14, was sustained

judge assigned here, 
lt was 
Judge Teran who committed 
Bocardo after psychiatrists’ re­ 
ports indicated the youth was 
legally sane. 
Authorities said that Bocardo 
was scheduled for a hearing in 
Juvenile Court on an auto theft 
charge at the time of the killing. 
The burglary in which Bo­ 
cardo is a suspect occurred 
Tuesday night at 1022 S. Thomas 
St.

where they previously had em­ 
ployment. 
Montgomery. who said precise 


details haven't been worked out, 
explained the legislation stems 
largely from a problem plagu­ 
ing Humboldt and other North 
Coast counties. 
He said “ hippies” are quitting 
work in San Francisco and tak­ 
ing up residence in areas above 
lit, and claiming welfare aid, 
much to the annoyance of local 
governments. 
Montgomery 
also 
said 
the 
measure might apply to some 
persons in Oregon who have 
crossed the border to California 
and taken up residence to claim 
welfare benefits. 
Both Montgomery and Spencer 


Williams, the agency chief, were 
asked how extensive they think 


welfare fraud in general is. Each 
said that despite a long invest­ 


igation throughout the state last 


year, the extent still is not ac­ 
curately known. 
However, Williams announced 
formation of special traveling 
antifraud units that will roam 
the state in the fiscal year start­ 
ing July 1. The trio of three- 
man audit teams will select ran­ 
dom samples of families receiv­ 
ing aid to dependent children, 
the biggest category of aid. 
If fraud is found, local pros­ 
ecutors will be called in. The 
effort. Williams said, “ should do 
much to clear the air and to 
indicate the extent to which ad­ 
ditional investigative e f f o r t 
would be warranted both 
in 


terms of justice and economy.” 
Williams put main emphasis 


on dealing with juvenile delin­ 


quency, drug abuse and crime 


in the coming year.
